TH E A SSO CIA TIO N , in con­ 
junction with School D istrict 7, 
is making a study of the new 
Heald Bill. 
The advertisem ent urged tax­ 
pay ers to “fight to preserve local 
control of the education of y our 
children” 
and 
to 
attend * the 
school meetings tonight. 
In overhauling the formulae 
for apportioning state aid, ac­ 
cording to the A.P., the commis­ 
sion of educational finance, the 
governor 
and 
the 
Legislature 
were careful to point up the so- 
called 
“save-harm less” 
clause, 
which 
guaranteed 
no 
district 
would get less aid b ecause of the 
action. 
It was not generally adver­ 
tised, however, that small dis­ 
tricts w ith 
few*er 
than 
eight 
teachers and districts that con­ 
tracted to send all of their pupils 
to other districts were exempted 
from this guarantee. 


T H E R E 
ARE 
512 
districts 
with fewer than eight teachers. 
All have b een receiving state 
aid. There are 660 of the 100 
per cent contract districts. Ab out 
600 of them have b een getting 
aid. 
The m anner in which these 
districts will b e cut off from aid 
is a story of complicated m athe­ 
matics. But it b oils down rough­ 
ly to this. 
When the Heald Commission 
revised the formula for appor­ 
tioning aid, it decided that the 
average district, in order to carry 
its fair share 
of 
the 
financial 
b urden, should m aintain a tax 
level for 
school 
purposes 
of 
$6.80 per $1,000 full valuation of 
real property . 


UN D ER TH E new formula, ef­ 
fective July 1, districts that have 
b een taxing at lower rates will 
get more aid if they raise their 
rates to $6.80—that is, those dis­ 
tricts 
protected 
b y the save- 
harmless clause. They do not 
have to do so, however. 
But the sm aller districts, gov­ 
erned b y another formula, are 
req uired b y the new law to raise 
their tax level to $6.80. They will 
not get any aid unless they do so. 
And m any will find that, if 
they do raise their tax levels, 
they will b e ineligib le for state 
assistance any way , b ecause the 
greater income will cover their 
school 
expenses 
entirely 
and, 
theoretically , make state aid un­ 
necessary . 
The state education depart­ 
m ent explains that this is a de­ 
vice to nudge the small districts 
into unification with larger dis­ 
tricts. Educators in government 
long have campaigned for ab ­ 
sorption of the sm aller districts. 
They m aintain that the children 
will have b etter educational op­ 
portunities. 


IT HAS B EEN said also that 
m any of the sm aller districts, 
enjoy ing low tax rates and state 
aid, have not b een pay ing their 
way in the overall scheme of 
things. 
In the fall of 1954, the state’s 
Repub lican forces charged that 
Harrim an, if elected, planned to 
shift apportionm ent of school aic 
to a per capita b asis so as to di­ 
vert aid from upstate communi 
ties to New York city .

lengths to deny the accusation. 
In newspaper advertisem ents, he 
declared: 
“No county , no community , no 
city is going to lose one penny 
of state aid for education. This

BUT TH E report had telling 
effect on the election. And Har- 
rim an’s 
supporters 
claimed

Asked for comment on the ef­ 
fect of the Heald program on 
the small districts, H arrim an is­ 
sued this statem ent: 
“We have provided this y ear 
for the largest increase in his­ 
tory in state aid to education— 
amounting b y next y ear to more 
than 150 million annually . This 
greatly increased state ‘ aid is 
b eing distrib uted in accordance 
with the program developed b y 
the non-partisan Heald Commis­ 
sion after y ears of study . 


D EC R EA SES 
in 
state 
aid 
will occur only in those districts 
which are not carry ing out their 
responsib ilities for education of 
their

in 
accordance 
with sound educational policies 
as determ ined b y the Board of 
Regents. 
“In every case, if they will 
carry out those responsib ilities 
either b y providing their own 
schools facilities or b y centraliz­ 
ing, they not only will lose no 
state aid, b ut they will b e en­ 
titled to increased aid.”
